The as-
sessed valuation of Torrance for
the coming fiscal year will be
approximately $15,000,000. With a
population of approximately 5400,

In contrast, the assessed valua-
tion of the great city of Los An-
geles is  $1,720,271,120, and the
population is 1,300,000, The per
capita valuation drops below that
of Torrance to $1323, and the mu-
nicipal tax rate jumps above that
of Torrance to $1.53.

The relationship of per capita
values and municipal tax rates is
thus clearly seen. Torrance, hav-
ing a ‘per capita value twice as
great as Los Angeles, enjoys a mu-
nicipal tax rate only one-half as
large as that of its great metro-
politan neighbor.
